DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1, 3, 4, 5 and 10, each when considered as a whole, are allowable 
over the prior art of record. Specifically, prior art of record fails to clearly or suggest the 
means/steps of acquiring reservation information including channel selection, sent by the first 
terminal to the information processing server, from a reservation data base in order to provide the 
first service to the plurality of second terminals.
